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IN THE NEWS 


GENIZAH FRAGMENTS, OCTOBER, 1991 

Dr. Stefan C. Reif director of the Taylor-Schechter Genizah Research 
Unit at Cambridge University, England was introduced to the KJA Community by 
Doris Mourad of Los Altos Hills, California and since then, he has been in touch 
with KJA by sending the Genizah Fragments Newsletter. The Karaite collection 
from Cairo Synagogue has attracted the attention of many scholars as revealed in 
the following article. 


I studied Arabic at school in 
Israel and obtained a B.A. in 
Hebrew Literature and Bible at the 
Hebrew University, while also 
taking extramural Arabic courses. 
My intention in coming to 
Cambridge was to combine my 
growing interests in Hebrew and 
Arabic and to concentrate on the 
period of creative and fruitful 
interaction between the two cultures 
in the Middle Ages. Studying in 
Cambridge provided an opportunity 
not only of seeing the original 
manuscripts and fragments, but 
also of receiving the generous help 
and personal guidance of the 
scholars of the Genizah Research 
Unit. It was they who introduced 
me to the basic bibliographical and 
scientific tools of Genizah research. 
During my M. Phil, studies, I 
became aware that the Genizah 
contains a large portion of 


anonymous Arabic Bible 
translations and I was encouraged 
to continue my studies as a 
doctoral student at the Oriental 
faculty researching these Arabic 
translations. For this purpose, I 
was awarded a Harold Hyam 
Wingate scholarship. The aim of 
my dissertation, being supervised 
by Dr. Geoffrey Khan, of the 
Genizah Research Unit, is the 
linguistic and literary study of 
medieval Arabic Bible translations 
produced by Jews. The most 
influential of these was prepared 
in the first half of the tenth century 
by the celebrated philosopher and 
exegete, Saadya ben Joseph al- 
Fayyumi Gaon (882-942 C.E.). 
Known as the Tafsir, if eventually 
acquired the status of the standard 
Arabic version of the Bible among 
Arabic speaking Jews and even 
came to be in synagogal worship. 
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SCIENTIFIC TOOLS OF GENIZAH RESEARCH

The Cairo Genizah has been 
instrumental in the recovery of 
much of his longer interpretation of 
the Bible, known as the Sharh. It 
also contains many fragments of 
his Tafsir that are older and more 
accurate than existing codices. The 
Karaite scholars of the tenth and 
eleventh centuries were also 
occupied with the study and 
translation of the Hebrew Bible. 
Unlike Saady’s Tafsir, their work 
gradually went out of use and now 
survives only in manuscript form, 
especially in the Karaite collection 
of the British Library. The study of 
this relatively uninvestigated 
corpus is central to my thesis. The 
two great Karaite Bible translators 
and exegetes to emerge in that 
period were Yefet ben ‘Eli, active 
in the second half of the tenth 
century, and Yeshu’ah ben Judah, 
who flourished a hundred years 
later. Between them, they 
represent the written manifestation 
of a unique and innovative 
translation activity that formed an 
integral part of the golden age of 
Karaite Bible study. It is of 
considerable interest that these 
major scholars, and their Karaite 


contemporaries who engaged in 
such study, are associated with a 
school of learning that operated in 
Jerusalem during the three 
consecutive generations between 
Yefet and Yeshu’ah. The detailed 
analysis of the interpretative 
methodology of these translators, 
studied comparatively with that of 
Saadya, will bring about a fuller

understanding of the role played 
by the Karaite academic center in 
Jerusalem. It will also illuminate 
the didactic process employed and 
clarify the particular function of 
translation in the general context 
of Bible exegesis.

M y name is Bob Allen. My parents are Victor (Amin) Allen and Laila 
Abdallah. My father’s parents are Joseph Ovadia [(chazzanin Egypt) 
Rabbena yirhamu)] and Fortunee Marzouk. My mother’s parents are 
Abraham Abdallah (Rabbena yirhamu) and Alice Ibrahim. I was born in Provi¬ 
dence, RI. I was inspired by my grandfather Joseph to learn more about G-d and 
His connection to the Jewish people. I attended the Jewish theological Seminary 
of America in 1985 to learn and to be able to teach. 

Ideas on Tefilah (Prayer) 

Prayer is important because through prayer, we can put ourselves in touch 
with our creator. Prayer can be a time out period within our busy day. It can be 
a time where we take a few moments to acknowledge G-d as creator of the world. 

During the time of the temple (about 1,000 B.C.E. - 70 C.E.), sacrifices were 
offered twice a day, once in the morning and once in the afternoon/evening. After 
the temple was destroyed in 70 C.E., a way was sought to symbolically offer 
sacrifices in place of the two that took place daily at the temple. In place of these 
sacrifices, prayers came to be instituted. 

We must take care to try to make our prayers meaningful. In Isaiah 1:11-20, 
the people are being rebuked for their sacrifices and prayers. The people had been 
doing evil in the sight of the Lord. Their obligations (drink offerings) were given 
in vain. There was no meaning behind them. G-d also says that their hands are 
full of blood. Perhaps in going against G-d’s laws, it was as if the people were 
shedding blood. G-d adds that if only the people will act justly that though their 
sins be red as scarlet that they should be made as white as snow. Thus let us act 
justly and with loving kindness that our prayers may be acceptable unto G-d. Let 
us pray with our hearts that our prayers that go before G-d may find favor with 
him.

A broken and downcast heart, the 
Lord will not scorn. Psalm 51:17 

It is important that when we pray, that we offer some words and feelings of 
our own to G-d. We must also strive for a feeling of humility and gratitude to 
G-d for all His blessings.

We are sorry to write to you so late but the previous international situation obliged us to 
postpone our projects. Nevertheless, we hope that you have received our message by the KJA 
bulletin. We now want to give you more information on what we have planned for this summer. 

We are happy to tell you that in the week of July 24 to 30, 1991, at the synagogue of Ramla 
in Israel, a reception will be given for the adolescents who were in the process of learning the Torah 
during the summer. During this reception I.K.J. will deliver diplomas and will offer student’s 
grants for those who will continue in this path. 

On the same occasion, we will organize a meeting for the unmarried people with a great 
Shabbat gathering on July 27, 1991 with prayers, Seuda and a conference given by a rabbi. 
Following this after “Motse Shabbat” there will be a dancing party. Depending on the number of 
foreign participants a tour of Israel will be organized. (For more information please call us as soon 
as possible). 

We want to inform you that the community of Israel is ready to take completely charge of any 
teenager who wants to be trained in religious study for 1 or 2 weeks during his vacation. Don’t 
hesitate, send our children for they would be able to learn about their origins, their religion and 
their customs. We have decided with the agreement of the official board committee of Israel 
presided by Mr. Y. ELGAMIL and by the great Rabbi E. Marzouk to launch a campaign of 
subscription for Financing several programs vital for the continuation of our community: 

1. Operation one tree for each member of our community. A tree will be planted in a special 
place for each subscriber. One tree $100, Asmall grove (5 trees) $500. A biggrove (10 trees), $1000. 

If a person wants to honor his family, it is recommended to offer a tree for each person of his 
family. 

2. Operation commemorative plaques. In souvenir of a departed relative or friend, plaques will 
be affixed on a souvenir wall in the synagogue. From $50 unlimited 

3. Operation Finance of Torah study of a student. For those who want to take charge of the cost 
of a period of study for a student: 1 Month, $300. 6 Month $1800. 1 Year, $3600 

As we told you in our first letters, our association is born to favor the religious education and 
to reinforce our institution. We are a non proFit association and we will give our checks to the 
community of Israel to be used integrally and exclusively to help and to support people who want 
to invest themselves in our religion (religious training, history research, student grants, yeshiva ...) 

Please make out your check to: Universal Karaite Judaism in Israel and send them to I.K.J. as 
soon as possible. 

I.K.J. undertakes to verify their use in the objective that we have already designated. You will 
receive a receipt of your subscription. “Tiskoul le Mitzvot”
